B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows :

3. After the \ passing of t his Act in making out the lists of Arrangement 
inhabitant occupiers, rated occupiers, and persons claiming to vote fj st a° ters 
10 at parliamentary elections, the following order shall be observed, 
namely : — In parliamentary boroughs in each polling district of 
each parliamentary division the streets shall be placed in alpha- 
betical order, and tlio names of the voters in each street shall he 
placed in alphabetical order ; in counties and county divisions the 
15 townlands in each polling district of each parliamentary division 
shall he placed in alphabetical order, and tlio names of the voters in 
each townland shall be placed in alphabetical ordor; in towns com- 
prised in counties and county divisions the names of the streets in 
each town in each polling district shall be placed in alphabetical 
20 order, and tho names of the voters in each stroet shall be placed in 
alphabetical ordor.
